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FOREWORD 


I T would be ditEcuk overestimate the importance of the Kress 
Collectiiin t(.i tlie National Gallery of Art. Not only did the collec- 
tion brin^ to the Gallery works of art (.if j»reat rarity and beauty but they 
caare at a most opportune time. 

Wheir the Gallery was established in 1937, it was given a group of 
paintiirgs attd sculpture which the donor, Mr. Mellon, hoped would 
become the nucleus of a great and growing National Collection. With 
the Kress duimtion it\ 1939 , the Gallery at once became what it was 
intended to be - a joint enterprise on the part of the Federal Government 
and getierous-ininded individuals, intent on giving America the best 


obtainable in the field of art. 

Included in the Kress gift were three hundred and seventy-five 
paintings and sixteen pieces of sculpture, all of the Italian schools, with 
fine examples of the work of the greatest artists from the thirteenth to 
the eighteenth century. The Kress Collection would, in itself, have made 
a remarkable and important museum of Italian art; and it was, in fact, 
Mr. Kress’s original intention to establish such a museum. With the 
building of the National Gallery in Washington, Mr. Kress decided to 
give his ciillecrion to the Natioit and transferred his works of art to 
Washington in time for the opeiting of the new National Gallery. In 
doing .so, he iH)t only made it ptxssible for a greater number of people to 
enjoy his beautiful paintings and sculpture, but he gave to the Nations 
Gallery, at a crucial moment in its history, the added momentum which 
has carried it so far in the first five years of its existence. 

Since 19 39, Mr. Kress and the Kress Foundation have made notable 
additions to tlie Gallery’s resources in the field of Italian art, and have 
also made it possible for the Gallery to exhibit an outstanding group of

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INTRODUCTION 


TN forming his collection, Mr. Kress has sought to accomplish two 
i purposes; to make the National Gallery pre-eminent in Italian 
painting and sculpture and to strengthen its collections in the schools 
of art not adequately represented in other donations. The first purpose 
is close to achievement, so far as such a goal can be reached, and great 
strides have been made toward the attainment of the second. 

Mr. Kress has assembled the most complete and systematic collection 
of Italian paintings and sculpture ever brought together by one person. 
By the description “complete and systematic” is meant a collection 
devoted both to the unique geniuses of art and to the entourage of these 
masters, the lesser-known painters and sculptors, whose work explains 
and gives scale to the greater artists. The Kress Collection is intended 
not only for the majority of people who enjoy fine painting in itself, 
but also for the specialist who is interested in the growth of the Italian 
schools, in the development of the most sustained and creative move- 
ment in Western art. 

Such emphasis on the morphology of the different Italian schools 
represents a shift in the “focus of appreciation”, a change from the 
attitude of earlier collectors. In the Kress donation one may see the 
characteristic point of view which first appears in twentieth-century 
collecting and is evidenced by the new knowledge and the scientific 
approach introduced into connoisseurship by Morelli and disseminated 
largely by Berenson. The attitude of the art historian is apparent not 
only in the inclusiveness and completeness of the Kress Collection, but 
also in the efforts made to establish correct attributions. In the dossier 
of nearly every object there are written opinions by Berenson, Fiocco, 
Longhi, Van Marie, Perkins, Suida and Adolfo Venturi, which attempt 
to penetrate the mystery of authorship and to identify the various 
artistic personalities. 

The same thoroughness is to be found in the care Mr. Kress has 
taken for the preservation and appearance of the objects in his gift. 
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Under the direction of Mr. Stephen S. Pichetto, all the paintings have 
been systematically X-rayed and cleaned, the panels carefully cradled, 
the canvases relined. Here again one senses, in the formation of the 
Kress Collection, the influence of the specialist, whose critical, scientific 
spirit has triumphed over the more emotional enthusiasm of earlier 
connoisseurs. 

As a systematic collection the assemblage of Italian art given to the 
National Gallery by Mr. Kress has reached the point where every 
significant change in Italian style is shown and most of the great masters 
and their followers are represented. Consequently, the interests of Mr. 
Kress have been extended to other fields. A weakness in the Gallery’s 
collection had been in the representation of French painting of the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. The National Gallery origi- 
nally had only three French paintings, two Chardins and a Lancret, 
in the Mellon gift, and seven more eighteenth-century paintings were 
later given by other donors. Mr. Kress has made it possible for the 
Gallery to exhibit in addition nineteen canvases of the greatest impor- 
tance, including distinguished works by Claude, Poussin, Le Nain, 
Rigaud, Largilliere, Watteau, Fragonard, Boucher and Greuze. Thus 
the range of two centuries of French painting is now brilliantly shown 
in the National Gallery. 

An interesting social and economic history could be written on the 
movement and ultimate destination of such great works of art. Mr. 
Kress began acquiring Italian painting in the most logical place, Italy; 
but he soon discovered that the Italian private collections had long 
before yielded their greatest treasures, either to the museums of their 
own country or to the museums and private collections of England, 
France and Germany. Occasionally in Italy an extraordinary oppor- 
tunity has presented itself, such as that which led to Mr. Kress’s acquisi- 
tion of the two Vanchetoni busts of children by Desiderio and Rossellino, 
probably the finest marbles exported from Italy since the Casa Martelli 
Donatello came in 1917 to the Widener Collection. Such opportunities 
have been rare, however, and few important works of art have come to 
America directly from Italian collections. 

Each rise of the tide of economic prosperity in the various countries 
of the world has left behind incrustations of beauty, and very little of 
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this lesiduum of treasure can he or should be removed. In certain 
countries of Europe, however, there are still not only important museums 
with their firmly embedded possessions but also rich private collections 
more susceptible to change through the ebb and flow of wealth. It is 
from these that many of the most precious objects of the Kress Collection 
have come. England yielded the noble Allendale Giorgione and the 
uncompromising portrait of a CZ)ondottiere by Giovanni Ecllini, France, 
the three enchanting Fragonards, the rare Boucher portrait and other 
eighteenth'Century pictures; and Germany, in this case from museums, 
the Filippo Lippi Madonna and Child and the Raphael portrait c^f 
Bindo Altoviti. 

Of equal importance with the works of art brought from Europe are 
the paintings and sculpture acquired by Mr. Kress in America. Many 
American collections were broken up during the 1930’s and some are 
still coming on the market. In recent years, for the first time, a number 
of our great artistic possessions have returned across the Atlantic; for 
economic laws, which govern the movement of works of art, have not 
always been in our favor. During the years when our gold reserves were 
being drawn to Europe, their magnetic force pulled from us, among 
other masterpieces, tlie Mackay Sassettas, which went to the National 
Gallery in London, the Kahn Carpaccio and Frans Hals and the Morgan 
Ghirlandaio, which went to the Thyssen C.ollection in Switzerland. 

Only the purchases made by a few private collectors, among whom 
Mr. Kress was outstanding, checked this outflow of works of art from 
America. The Kress Foundation acquired most of the fine paintings 
and more recently the sculpture as well in the Goldman Collcctic^n. 
Similar purchases prevented more of the Mackay and Kahn treasures 
from being shipped abroad. Moreover, a number of great paintings 
collected by Mr. Philip Lehman and Mr. Dan Fellows Platt are now in 
the Kress Collection. Thus the Kress C:ollectioit contains large parts of 
five of the most important private collections of Italian art formed in 
this country. These paintings and sculpture form an assemblage of 
great works of art which will permanently enrich the culture of the 
United States.
